And for a lot of reasons. 

For one, Gremlin is a lot of fun to drive. 

Fun? Try Gremlin’s standard engine: 6 
cylinders, 135 horses. 

Now try Vega and Pinto: 4 cylinders 
each, and only 90 and 75 horses re¬ 
spectively. 


And Gremlin will take you up to 500 
miles on a 21-gallon tank of regular. 

Which is also fun, if you get your kicks 
saving. 

If you want to call maneuverability fun, 
Gremlin’s a ball. It’ll go a full circle three 
feet less than VW. 

Plus Gremlin gives you the extra added 
attraction of a 4-passenger model with 
an optional rear window that lifts up to 
make loading beach blankets and things 
easier. (Fold down the rear seat for even 
more room.) And a special knockout 
model—the Gremlin X. With wide tires, 
special wheels and stripe treatment, and 
a custom bucket-seat interior. 
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Now add Gremlin’s long list of optional 
features, like a roof rack, or rear window 
air deflector, plus ease of maintenance 
and the low initial cost. 

Result is a car that may have been 
around a little longer than Vega and 
Pinto, but is really a whole lot younger. 

Being the fourth car maker actually 
helped us with Gremlin. Because we 
couldn’t wait and imitate. 

But then, that’s what revolution is all 
about.

Styling so hairy 
we even risked turning 
some people off. 


It was a very calculated risk, however, 
because anything that looks this good 
just has to have a better chance of turn¬ 
ing people on than off. 

Primarily, this number’s designed to 
turn heads. What with the sculptured 
fenders knifing through the plunging 
hood llae. And the twin canopy roof with 
optional vinyl inserts. And the air 
“spoiler” lip on the roof. 

You won’t find anything else like that in 
Detroit. (Or Europe, or Japan, or etc.) 


our Trans-Am road racing competition. 
Like lengthening the wheelbase. Widen¬ 
ing the rear track. Tightening the sus¬ 
pension. Heavier duty clutch and Hurst 
shifters for optional 4-speed transmis¬ 
sions. High-rev cams, and bigger breath¬ 
ing intake and exhaust manifolds for all 
V-8’s. Heftier engine blocks, and steel 
guard rails in the doors. 

About the only place we didn’t apply 
Trans-Am principles was the interior. 
Shown on the next page. 


Javelin’s engineering is every bit as 
“hairy” as its styling. We made improve¬ 
ment after improvement, applying a 
large number of lessons we learned in 





There’s certainly nothing “Trans-Am” about 
Javelin’s interior. Because this one’s pure 
luxury. The curved cockpit instrument panel 
is sporty, all right, and you can order a floor 
or console-mounted shifter, but the principal 
theme is comfort with safety. And that in¬ 
cludes the high-backed bucket seats, in vinyl 
or optional leather or corduroy. It also includes 
the center console option (standard on Javelin 
AMX) with the center armrest, if you choose.
